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British Coal Mining in June Quarter (Page 284) 

Output was over 33 million tons Jess than in the pre- 
vious quarter and 14 tons below that of the second 
quarter of 1931. Exports, however, were slightly 
larger than in March quarter, the most notable in- 
creases being to Northern and Central America 
(mainly Canada) and to France, Belgium and Italy. 
The quarter’s total shipments were only a little less 
than those of a vear ago. Output during the first half 
of the year showed only 2 per cent. reduction from 
the corresponding period of 1931, which compares 
not unfavourably with the position abroad. 


Our Exports of Cotton Piece-goods (Page 288)

BRITISH COAL MINING INDUSTRY 
THE SECOND QUARTER OF 1932 


Output of coal during the quarter was nearly 524 
million tons. It was over 33 million tons less than in 
the previous quarter and 14 million tons less than in 
the corresponding quarter of 1931. Production in the 
latter quarter was, however, affected by the Easter and 
Whitsun holidays—4? days on the average—whereas 
only the Whitsun holidays (23 days) occurred during the 
past quarter. Output was about 6 per cent. lower than 
that permitted for the quarter by the Central Council 
under the provisions of the Central (Coal Mines), 
Scheme, 1930. 


Shipments abroad (including foreign bunkers and the 
coal equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel) 
amounted to 144 million tons, and were slightly higher 
than in the previous quarter, and only 2 million tons 
less than a year ago; 374 million tons of coal were 
available for consumption at home, or rather less than 
in the corresponding quarter a year ago. A reduction of 
over 33 million tons as compared with the previous 
quarter is chiefly explained by the seasonal contrac- 
tion in the demand for coal. 


Apart from the seasonal reduction in quotations for 


house coal, prices remained practically stationary 
during the quarter. The average value of all coal ex- 
ported was higher than during the previous quarter. 
This was to be expected in view of the fact that, owing 
to the St. Lawrence River being navigable as in pre- 
vious years for the whole of the quarter, there was a 
greater proportion of anthracite exported at a price 
higher than other classes of coal. At the same time, the 





level of exports of bituminous coal continued to be de- 
pressed owing to the operation of the restrictions in the 
major overseas markets. 


The decline in the number of persons employed, which 
began in March, continued steadily throughout the 
quarter. At the end of June there were only 799,400 
persons on colliery books, as compared with 834,300 at 
the end of March and 840,300 a year ago, and nearly 
three weeks, on the average, were lost through want of 
trade. 


THE CoaL MInNEs Act 


The Coal Mines Act, 1932, received the Royal Assent 
on June 16. It extends until December 31, 1937, the 
period of operation of Part I of the Coal Mines Act, 
1930, under which schemes regulating the production, 
supply and sale of coal by owners of coal mines in Great 
Britain are in force. This part of the Act would other- 
wise have expired on December 31, 1932. 


The Coal Mines Act, 1932, also continues Section I 
of the Coal Mines Act, 1931, fixing the normal max 
mum period of underground work in coal mines at 7%} 
hours until the coming into operation of an Act to 
enable effect to be given to the Draft Convention oD 
Hours of Work Underground in Coal Mines adopted by 
the International Labour Conference on June 18, 1931. 
The provision of the 1981 Act would otherwise have 
expired on July 7. 


The position respecting markets for British coal 
abroad continues to be a source of anxiety, and further

restrictions were imposed on imports of coal into 
Belgium and France. With regard to the former, 
gore satisfactory arrangements have now been made 
it the distribution of licences to importers of British 
al by the setting up on June 1 of a Committee in 
Brussels on which all the British interests concerned 
ye represented. The cessation of coal deliveries to 
italy under the Hague Protocol of August, 1929, con- 
énues to be the subject of official enquiry to the Italian 
Government. 


OUTPUT AND Exports IN First HALF- YEAR 


Comparing the first six months of this year with the 
sresponding period of 1931, output was slightly more 
than 108 million tons, as compared with nearly 111 
million tons, or 2 per cent., less. This compares not 
yfavourably with the position abroad. In France, 
Belgium, Czechoslovakia and Germany the correspond- 
ing reduction in coal output was from one-sixth to one- 
ighth, in the United States of America one-fifth, and 








i» Poland nearly one-fourth. In the U.S.5.R. output 
yas substantially greater. 


Foreign shipments of British coal, etc., during the 
frst half of 1932 totalled 282 million tons, as compared 
vith just over 30 million tons a year ago. The average 
number of persons on colliery books showed a decrease 
of 42,000, and the average number of days on which 
eal was wound at the mines was 38 per cent. less than 
in 1931. 


OUTPUT IN JUNE QUARTER 


Nearly 524 million tons of saleable coal were raised, 

3 compared with 56 million tons in the previous 
qarter and 534 million tons in the corresponding 
quarter of 1931. 


The reduction of output as compared with the first 
quarter was general. The principal decreases were in 
Derby, Nottingham and Leicester (11 per cent.), 
Northumberland (10 per cent.), Durham (84 per cent.) 
and Scotland (8 per cent.). 


As compared with the second quarter of 1931, output 
improved in Stafford, Salop, Worcester and Warwick 
3 per cent.) and ‘‘other English districts ’’ (2 per 
eent.), but all other districts showed a decline. The de- 
teases ranged from 6 per cent. in South Wales and 
Monmouth to 1 per cent. in Lancashire, Cheshire and 


North Wales.

NUMBERS EMPLOYED 


The quarter has been notable for a marked decline 


in employment. 


The number of wage-earners on 


colliery books at the end of June was 799,400, or 34,900 
fewer than at the end of March. This is the lowest 
number recorded during the past 30 years. 


As compared with the previous quarter, the average 
number of wage-earners employed declined in all dis- 
tricts except Stafford, Salop, Worcester and Warwick— 
the net decrease amounting to 18,900. There was a de- 
cline of 42,400 as compared with the corresponding 
quarter of 1931, all districts being affected, but chiefly 
South Wales and Monmouth and Durham.

CoaL SHIPPED ABROAD 


Shipments of coal abroad (including the coal- 
equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel) amounted 
to over 144 million tons, or 274 per cent. of the total 
output of coal. As compared with the previous quarter, 
total shipments were slightly greater, an increase of 
879,000 tons in cargo shipments of coal being almost 
offset by decreased shipments of coke and of coal as 
bunkers for vessels engaged in the foreign trade (in-

WAGES 


Though the tendency was very irregular, on the whole 
the trading results during the period governing wages 
in the June quarter were worse than in the previous 
period, and with the exception of Warwickshire wages 
in all districts were based on the minimum percentages 
fixed by the various agreements. In Warwickshire, 
where the percentage for the previous quarter had been 
ixed by agreement at 48, the percentages paid at the 
majority of the collieries were 47 in April, 48 in May, 
and 47 in June, as compared with the minimum of 43 
which had been in force under the 8-hour-day agree- 
ment. In Nottinghamshire the ascertainments for each 
month again gave percentages slightly above the mini- 
mum, but the excess was allocated to the recoupment 
oi part of the deficiency incurred by the owners in 
previous ascertainment periods. 


The average cash earnings per shift of all classes 
oughout the coalfields are estimated to have been 
8. 2d. 


ACCIDENTS IN MINES

The series of District Safety Conferences was com- 
pleted by the Conference held at Birmingham on 
April 30, when 8,200 representatives of the mining in- 
dustry attended. The Secretary for Mines presided, and 
papers were read by Sir Henry Walker, C.B.E., LL.D., 
H.M. Chief Inspector of Mines, Professor R. V. 
Wheeler, D.Sce., F.1.C., F.G.S., Director of the 
Safety in Mines Research Board’s Research Stations, 
and Major H. M. Hudspeth, D.S.O., M.C., M.Sc., 
Mining Engineer to the Board. In addition, an address 
was given by Mr. W. E. T. Hartley, H.M. Divisional 
Inspector of Mines for the Midland and Southern 
Division. 


Cost oF PRODUCTION AND PROCEEDS 


The total (net) costs of production of coal commer- 
cially disposable during the first quarter of 1932 were 
slightly higher, and proceeds 4d. per ton lower, than in 
the previous quarter. On balance, revenue exceeded 
expenditure by 64d. a ton, as compared with 7d. a ton 
in the previous quarter.

Complete particulars of the cost of production and 
proceeds from the sale of coal during the second quarter 
of 1932 are not yet available; but such figures as have 
been received indicate that there was a debit balance 
of about 14d. per ton, the costs of production having 
increased by 3d. per ton, while the proceeds were 5d. 
per ton lower than in the first quarter of 19382. 


EXPORTS OF COTTON PIECE- 
GOODS IN 1931 


COMPARISONS WITH 1913 AND 1929-30 


An analysis of the exports of the different classes of 
cotton piece-goods to various overseas markets in the 
years 1913 and 1928-30 appeared in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
September 24, 1931 (pages 376-378). The correspond- 
ing particulars for 1931 have now been compiled, and 
are shown in the following tables, together with those 
for each of the years 1918, 1929 and 1930. Certain 
details relating to the exports to principal countries, not 
shown separately in the attached tables, are shown in 
Volume III. of the ‘‘ Annual Statement of the Trade 
of the United Kingdom ”’ for 1931, which has recently 
been published. : 


While in 19138 linear yardage was the only unit of 
quantity employed in the trade returns, three measures 
have been utilised since January, 1921—linear yardage, 
square yardage and weight. Since 1929 the linear yard- 
age and weight of the total export of the several classes 
of cotton piece-goods have been shown in the monthly 
trade accounts, while details of consignments to par- 
ticular countries have been confined to square yardage 
and value as in previous years. 


The aggregate exports of cotton piece-goods in 1913 
amounted to 7,075 million linear yards, compared with 
8,765 million in 1929, 2,491 million in 1980, and 1,790 
million in 1931. The decline in 1930 compared with 
1929 amounted to 1,274 million linear yards, and in 
1931 there was a further substantial decline of 700 
million. All classes of piece-goods shared in the decline 
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of 700 million linear yards, the fall in each category 
compared with 1930, being as follows: Unbleacheq 
257 million (47 per cent.); white bleached, 251 million 
(28 per cent.); printed, 71 million (18 per cent.); dyed 
103 million (18 per cent.); and coloured cottons, 1g 
million (17 per cent.). The decline was thus heaviest 
in unbleached piece-goods, of which category India 
up to 1930, took the largest proportion, giving place, 
however, in 1931 to Europe (except the Balkans). The 
average width, which in 1930 was slightly less than in 
1929, showed a further slight reduction in 1981, and 
the value per square yard in 1931 showed a decline 
compared with the previous year of 14-9 per cent., the 
corresponding decline in 1930 being 5-5 per cent. Com. 
pared with 1913, the heavy fall in exports of cotton 
piece-goods since the war is mainly attributable to the 
reduction in the quantities taken by India and Eastern 
Asia, but, in addition, exports in 1931 to the following 
markets showed very substantial reductions compared 
with 1913:—Dutch East Indies, 4388 million linear 
yards (81 per cent.); South America, 372 million (64 per 
cent.); Balkans, etc., 316 million (66 per cent.); and 
North Africa, 202 million (56 per cent.). Ixports to 
each of the remaining areas also showed a decline. 





The quantity of cotton piece-goods exported during 
1931 to all our principal markets declined substan- 
tially in comparison with 1929. As compared with 1930 
also there was a substantial reduction in the exports to 
India (873 million linear yards); Dutch East Indies, 
etc. (57 million); South America (72 million); Europe, 
except the Balkans (54 million); North Africa (44 
million); and West Africa (68 million), the decline in 
the case of each of these markets being in all classes of 
piece-goods. Exports to the Balkans, Near and Middle 
East, and to Australia and New Zealand showed only a 
slight decline, while in the case of China, Japan and 
Hong Kong, etc., there was an increase of 24 million 
linear yards. This was due to an increase in the ex- 
ports to Hong Kong, offset to a slight extent by a reduc- 
tion in the quantity exported to Japan. Exports to the 
Irish Free State in 1931 were slightly less than in either 
of the preceding two years. Comparing 1930 with 1929, 
there were decreases in the exports to all markets. The 
decreases shown in respect of all areas except Eastern 
Asia, in comparing 1931 with 1930 are, however, 
smaller than the corresponding decreases shown by a 
comparison of 1980 with 1929, except in the cases of 
Central America, Europe (except the Balkans) and 
West Africa. 


The changes in the relative importance of the various 
geographical areas as markets for our piece-goods are 
shown in the two following tables, which give the per- 
centage distribution in 1918 and 1931. In these tables 
trade with the Irish Free State has been excluded from 
the calculation for 1931 in view of the fact that it was 
treated as internal trade in 1913 :—

The detailed tables accompanying show the actual 
linear yardage exported to the various geographical 
areas in each of the last three years and in 1913, to- 
gether with the value, weight and linear yardage per 
1,000 square yards. Taking the exports of cotton piece- 


goods as a whole, it will be seen that the average value 
per 1,000 square yards of the goods sent to British India 
is much lower than for any other market, the most 
expensive cloths being sent to the United States and 
Canada and the Irish Free State. The average weights 
per 1,000 square yards are also lowest in the case of 
British India, while they are highest in the case of 
goods sent to the Irish Free State, Australia and New 
Zealand, Africa (except North), and China, Japan and 
Hong Kong. The average widths of the goods taken by 
the different markets also vary considerably, 
from 39-5 inches in the case of British India to slightly 
over 29-5 inches for Mexico, Central America and West 
Indies. 

Comparing 1931 with 1980, all classes show a lower 
Value per square yard, varying from 21-5 per cent. for 
bleached goods to 14-5 per cent. for grey goods. Except

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SWEDEN 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS AND 
IMPORT TRADE 


Besides having to face the decreased demand result- 
ing from the universal trade depression, Sweden is 
onfronted with problems of its own,* writes the British 
(Commercial Counsellor at Stockholm. One of the 
geatest difficulties with which the industries working 
ior export have to contend is that of the high cost of 
production in the country, especially labour charges. 
The contest between the employer who has to face 
smpetition from countries with low wages and the 
employee who has become accustomed to a high 
standard of material prosperity is still going on; so far 
no result has been attained beyond what would seem to 
be but temporary compromises. It is, indeed, an open 
question whether the industrialisation of Sweden, where 
dimatic conditions force the working man, with his 
high standard of culture, to demand a correspondingly 
high standard of material comfort, has not reached a 
limit beyond which progress will be difficult in present 
enditions of production. 


Another problem, more specialised but affecting one 
of the most important assets of the country, is pre- 
sented by the difficulties in the timber trade, conse- 
quent on the resumption by Soviet Russia of its pre- 
war position as one of the great exporting countries. 
The need for the maintenance of agriculture, as a 
reservoir of industrial labour and a necessity for 
national defence, presents a third great question. 


It is possible that in solving these problems Sweden 
may be obliged to decrease her consumption of imported 
goods, but it is scarcely possible to imagine that the 
cultural standards of the country will be so affected 
that it will not remain an important market for the 
high-class articles which it obtains from Great Britain. 
Further, despite present difficulties, the United King- 
dom supplier must derive benefit as compared with his 
competitors from the favourable price position he enjoys 
under existing currency conditions. In the middle of 
April the pound sterling stood at a premium of about 
13 per cent., while the currencies of France, Germany 
and the United States were nearly 50 per cent. above 
par.

The total foreign trade of Sweden last year was thus 
about £140,000,000, or £23 per head of population. In 
1929 the value of the overseas trade reached the highest 
since the period of inflated prices and general activity 
immediately following the Great War. The decline of 
total values recorded in 1930 and 1931 arose in part 
from the fall in prices, and in part from a diminution 
in the exchange of goods. If the volume of imports is 
measured by the import price index number published 
by the Handelsbank, it is found that there was actually 
an increase in 1930 of about 15 per cent. over 1929, and 
that there was little change between 1930 and 1931; on 
the export side there was a falling off in 1930 of 8 per

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cent. and in 1931 one of 25 per cent. from the level of 
1929 (another computation makes the decline in exports 
larger). 


Balance of Trade.—If the abnormal post-war years 
1919 and 1920 are left out of account, the excess of 
imports in 1931 was the largest ever recorded in 
Sweden, in spite of the low range of import prices. The 
chief item of invisible exports consists of the net earn- 
ings abroad of Swedish shipping; these were probably 
not more than 170 million kronor in 1931. The balance 
of receipts from investments abroad over dividends and 
interest on Swedish securities held in other countries 
may account for another 20 or 30 million kr. Tourist 
traffic constitutes a debit item, as it is ®stimated that 
expenditure of Swedish tourists abroad exceeds the ex- 
penditure of foreign tourists in Sweden by a sum which 
in normal years amounts to about 380 million kr.; 
against this item may be set the home remittances by 
Swedish settlers in foreign countries, which is usually 
estimated at about the same figure (in spite of the de- 
pression in the United States, these remittances are 
said to have been larger than usual last year, as the 
favourable exchange induced the transfer of money to 
Sweden). On the basis of these estimates, the passive 
balance of Swedish trade in 1931 may be calculated at 
about 120 or 1380 million kr. The movements of 
capital remain to be considered. Figures are collected 
showing the import and export of securities and other 
documents of value by banks and brokerage firms. 
These during the years 1929 and 1930 indicated an 
excess of Swedish investments abroad over foreign in- 
vestments in Sweden; the excess of imports of such 
documents (i.e. the net outward flow of capital) in 1930 
was about 320 million kr., but in 1981 there was an 
excess of exports of about 37 million kr. These figures 
do not afford, however, a complete record of move- 
ments of capital, as, with the internationalisation of 
Swedish finance, payments take place which do not 
appear in the bank returns. 


PRINCIPAL IMPORTS 


A reclassification of articles for the purpose of the 
tariff and the statistical returns took effect on Janu- 
ary 1, 1930; this, while rendering difficult a comparison 
with earlier years in the case of groups of commodities, 
did not seriously affect the comparative figures for 
individual articles. 


In the group of articles of food a small but steadily 
increasing import trade in eggs from Finland is to be 
noted, while Swedish exports fell off considerably in 
1931. A change in the dietary of the population is in- 
dicated by the increased purchase of many kinds of 
fruit: thus, imports of oranges, which in 1925 
amounted to 9,390 metric tons, have, year by year, 
showed an increase until in 1931 a total of 28,214 metric 
tons was reached; similarly bananas increased from 
6,566 metric tons in 1925 to 12,887 metric tons in 1931, 
pears from 1,518 metric tons to 12,444 metric tons, and 
grapes from 1,166 metric tons to 2,164 metric tons. 
Coffee imports reached an unusually high figure in 1931 
(52,897 metric tons, as compared with 44,996 metric 
tons in 1980), large purchases having been made in anti- 
cipation of an increased duty. Tea also showed an 
increase, but imports were still less than 1 per cent. 
of those of coffee. Maize imports were very large last 
year (353,055 metric tons, against 184,634 metric tons 
in 1930), the low price favouring its use for cattle feed- 
ing; there was also a large increase in oil cake imports. 
The good harvest of 1930 was reflected in smaller 
imports of wheat and rye in 1931. 


The decline in industrial activity last year reduced 
the imports of many classes of materials; thus those of 
sulphur, which is used in the wood-pulp industry, fell 
from 73,783 metric tons in 1930 to 60,324 metric tons; 
of sodium sulphate from 110,207 metric tons to 92,627 
metric tons. Coal, pig iron, hides and skins, leather 
and indiarubber also showed decreases. On the other 
hand, imports of many classes of textile materials, e.g. 
raw cotton, wool, artificial silk yarn, cotton and linen 
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yarn were well maintained, woollen yarn, however, 
showing a decline. 

In manufactured goods the movements were ir- 
regular; many textiles (woollen and cotton piece-goods 
and hosiery) were imported in larger quantities, but iron 
and steel articles, such as rails, girders, plates, rolled 
tubes, industrial machinery, etc., recorded a decline. 
Imports of motor vehicles and motor cycles showed a 
marked falling off. 


MARKET FOR UniITED KinGapom GoopDs 


The position of Sweden as a purchaser of United 
Kingdom goods has been recently affected by (a) the 
change in the currency position, which automatically 
increased the cost in kronor of articles bought from 
many of the manufacturing countries which compete 
with Great Britain on the Swedish market; (b) the 
movement to buy Swedish goods; (c) the decrease in 
the purchasing power of the country in consequence of 
the increasing industrial and financial depression; and 
(d) Government action to reduce the adverse balance of 
trade by increasing duties on non-essential goods. 

The balance of these factors is in favour of United 
Kingdom exporters, that is to say, the advantage they 
‘secure over their competitors in consequence of the 
exchange position is not counteracted by the restriction 
of imports resulting from the other causes mentioned. 
The movement to ‘‘ buy Swedish ”’ can affect only a 
limited number of articles, as few United Kingdom 
goods really compete with local produce; the decrease 
in general prosperity has not up to the present had any 
great result on the import trade, and, finally, the new 
rates of duty are not so heavy as materially to affect the 
demand for high-class goods, which constitute a large 
part of the trade from Great Britain. 


Further, there has been a swing of sentiment towards 
Great Britain. The similarity of the currency position 
has demonstrated a community of interests, and 
changes in political feelings towards other powers have 
increased the sympathy for Great Britain. In the 
minds of many Swedes the injunction ‘* buy Swedish ” 
is supplemented by ‘‘ if you can’t buy Swedish, buy 
British.”’ 

Details as to the trade in goods in which Great 
Britain appears as a competitor are given in the 
Commercial Counsellor’s Report (pp. 37-45). 


SWITZERLAND 


PROSPECTS FOR BRITISH TRADE 


Switzerland*, writes the Commercial Secretary, 
British Legation, Berne, is popularly believed to be an 
agricultural country which lives mostly on its exports 
of milk, cheese and milk chocolate and on the profits of 
its hotels. In reality it is a highly industrialised country 
whose industries employ 46 per cent. of her working 
population (metals and machinery 8°9 per cent., textiles 
8 per cent., foodstuffs 4:1 per cent., watches 3°8 per 
cent.), whereas agriculture employs only 28 per cent. 


The goods produced are almost exclusively of high 
quality and finish. It is not surprising, therefore, that 
in 1931 Great Britain should have been Switzerland's 
best customer. It is unfortunate, however, that in the 
past disadvantages of price, language and geographical 
position, when compared with neighbouring countries, 
have prevented Great Britain from supplying an ade- 
quate share of the metals and semi-manufactured 
materials which Switzerland’s industries are obliged 
to import. The recent fall in the exchange value of 
the pound sterling has altered the price factor, and the 
Swiss market, if properly handled, should now prove a 
good outlet for British metals and semi-manufactured 
goods.

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BELATED EFFECTS OF THE WORLD CRISIS 


The Swiss are by nature industrious, thrifty and 
honest in business. These qualities, combined with the 
careful finance of Swiss bankers, maintained the 
country almost unaffected by the world crisis until the 
end of 1930. It was not until the middle of 1931, when 
outside events of considerable magnitude, such ag the 
financial crises in Germany and Central Europe, the 
depreciation of sterling and the import restrictions intro. 
duced by France and Great Britain, directly affected 
Switzerland’s foreign trade, that the crisis was seriously 
felt. 

The high reputation of Swiss bankers for conservative 
methods, and also perhaps the uncertain conditions 
existing elsewhere, led throughout the year to a steady 
influx of capital, which involved large imports of gold, 
Consequently Switzerland was able to maintain the 
lowest bank rate in the world, and at the end of 198] 
had 145 per cent. gold cover in spite of an increased note 
currency. 


SUDDENNESS OF THE CRISIS 


The suddenness of the change which took place in 
Switzerland’s foreign trade can be gauged from the fact 
that the number of unemployed approximately doubled 
between August and November. Cheap goods from 
Germany flooded the market, and in September the 
delegate of the Federal Government at the meeting of 
the Second Committee of the League of Nations drew 
attention to the fact that Switzerland’s adverse balance 
of trade had trebled in the last four years, and asserted 
that unless the situation changed rapidly Switzerland 
would have to take drastic measures. The fall of 
sterling made Swiss articles nearly 50 per cent. dearer 
to Great Britain, her best customer, thereby further 
handicapping the export trade. By October every Swiss 
industry was on part time, and by November business 
in general was down to 50 per cent. of normal. Nego- 
tiations with Germany failed to bring any substantial 
concessions, and Switzerland gave notice that she 
wished to terminate her commercial treaty with that 
country on February 4, 1932. 

In the meantime France was limiting her imports of 
Swiss goods, and Italy imposed a general Customs duty 
of 15 per cent. on all Swiss manufactures for which a 
special rate was not already laid down by treaty. It 
became evident that the year would be the worst on 
record for exports, which normally absorbed a great 
proportion of the industrial output, and that for the 
first time Switzerland, which had hitherto covered her 
visible adverse trade balance with a comfortable margin 
by means of her tourist industry and other invisible ex- 
ports, would have an adverse balance of payments. 


EFFORTS TO RESTORE TRADE BALANCE 


The published intention of Great Britain to protect 
her home market threatened further to damage Swiss 
exports, and the Federal Council asked Parliament for 
full powers to restrict imports in order to restore the 
balance of trade. These powers were given, and on 
February 5, 1932, the day following the expiration of 
the Swiss-German Commercial Treaty, a system of 
Customs restrictions came into force. : 

Under this system Swiss firms can continue to import 
limited quantities of certain classes of goods from 
specified countries under licence at the old rates of 
duty. Imports of these goods from the countries named 
in excess of the limited quantities can be made only 
on payment of a considerably higher rate. The goods 
and countries subject to this limitation can be varied 
from time to time by the Federal Council. At first 
Great Britain was affected only in the matter of motor- 
cycles, where serious restrictions were applied, but later 
additional articles became involved, and in certain cases 
definite limitations as to quantity were enforced. 

Commercial treaties were concluded or extended 
during 1931 with Austria, Czechoslovakia, France, Ger- 
many, Hungary, Italy, the Netherlands, Salvador, 
Siam and Turkey. 
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FOREIGN TRADE 


Imports in 1931, as compared with the previous year, 
decreased in value by 412,997,555 francs to 
9.251,204,066 frs., and increased in quantity by 562,165 
tons to 8,955,363 tons, whereas exports decreased in 
value by 418,703,790 frs. to 1,3848,797,804 frs., and in 
weight by 221,155 tons to 695,356 tons. Exports covered 
only 59°9 per cent. of the value of imports as against 
66:3 per cent. in 1930, with an adverse balance of over 
900 million as against 800 million frs. The fall in prices, 
however, makes this comparison appear less adverse 
than it really is, for on the basis of 1930 prices the 
adverse balance would have been over 1,100 million frs. 
The volume of imports was higher than in any year since 
the introduction of commercial statistics in 1886, but 
this may have been due partly to speculative buying 
owing to the high purchasing power of the Swiss franc 
abroad. 

The unsatisfactory state of the manufacturing indus- 
tries showed itself by a reduction in imports of raw 
and semi-manufactured materials, with the exception of 
those required for the manufacture of rayon goods, 
which increased in weight though not in value. Imports 
of raw wool and cotton fell by 23 million and 26 million 
frs. respectively. There was, however, an increase in 
imports of timber and iron for the building trade. 


With the exception of the Basle aniline dyes there 
was a marked decrease in the chief export industries, 
especially watches (— 89-9 million frs.) and machinery 
(-73'1 million frs.). Hven among the minor exports 
there was a fall practically all along the line. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Although the value of Swiss exports to the United 
Kingdom was less than in 1930, that country maintained 
her position as chief customer. The effect of the fall 
in the pound sterling on the trade relations between 
the two countries was vividly shown by the statistics 
for December, when exports to the United Kingdom 
fell by 50 per cent., while imports, in spite of reduced 
prices, increased by 15 per cent. in value as compared 
with November. 


An examination of the statistics in Appendix IV to 
the Commercial Secretary’s Report will indicate the 
minor share obtained by the United Kingdom in many 
lines of Switzerland’s import trade. Subject to price, 
quality, convenience of delivery, terms of payment, 
etc., being competitive, there is ample opportunity for 
improvement, and the Swiss public in general is 
favourably disposed towards British goods. 

In addition to manufactured goods which her own in- 
dustries do not produce, Switzerland imports large 
quantities of raw or semi-manufactured materials for 
her textile, machinery, watchmaking and chemical 
industries. In 1931 she imported amounts ranging in 
value from two to over 80 million frs., according to the 
category, of leather, leather goods, leather and rubber 
footwear, printing writing and drawing paper, artificial 
silk, wool yarns, fabrics and ready-made clothing, 
carpets, coal, coke and briquettes, porcelain insulators, 
china of all kinds and glass, pig-iron, round and special 
shaped iron, dynamo sheet, heavy rails, iron pipes, 
cutlery, copper ware, boilers and steam engines, 
machines for the printing and bookbinding trades, 
electric generators, motors, transformers, etc., internal 
combustion engines, machine tools, food preparing 
machinery, refrigerating plant, air compressors, mis- 
cellaneous machinery, motor vehicles (other than 
motor-cycles), wireless goods, pitch, essential oils, 
glycerine, methyl alcohols, collodion, combinations of 
bromide, iodine, etc., tar derivatives for the manufac- 
ture of aniline dyes, aniline compounds for the manu- 
facture of colours, aniline dyes, various oils, small- 
wares, toys other than those made of wood, office fit- 
tings, requisites for writing, drawing and painting. 

In all these lines Great Britain supplied but a small 
_— of the quantities as compared with her 
rivals. 
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Switzerland’s value as a potential customer, since she 
has adopted drastic protection of her home industries, 
lies chiefly in her imports of raw and semi-manufactured 
articles and of goods which do not compete with her 
home industries and which have not been subjected to 
any import restrictions. The leaders of the country 
have shown vision and have kept the situation well in 
hand. It is evident that Switzerland will not buy goods 
for which she cannot afford to pay, and payments in the 
past have been made punctually and in a sound 
currency. The evidence at hand shows that there is 
ample scope within Switzerland’s purchasing power 
for a considerable development in the consumption of 
United Kingdom goods.

FOREIGN EXCHANGE CONTROL IN AUSTRIA 


With a view to maintaining exports which would 
otherwise be impossible (owing to the effect of the 
maintenance of the official rate for the schilling), 
private clearing arrangements have from time to time 
been authorised by the Austrian National Bank on the 
basis of the quotation for the schilling on foreign 
markets. Hitherto the Bank had to be approached by 
two parties who had already come to an agreement for 
a private clearing and the Bank either approved this 
** clearing ’’ or not. 


The National Bank have now facilitated such private 
clearings by authorising the *‘ Wiener Giro-und Kassen- 
verein,’’ Rockhgasse 4, Vienna I, to act as an inter- 
mediary. An individual firm may now put a proposal 
regarding a private clearing on whatever terms are con- 
sidered suitable to the ‘‘ Giro-und Kassenverein,’’ 
which will then endeavour to find a partner to the trans- 
action. The application should be made by the Austrian 
debtor or by the Austrian agent of a foreign firm, if he 
invoices. Blocked accounts may be so utilised if sanc- 
tioned by the National Bank, application for sanction 
being made through the ‘* Giro-und-Kassenverein.”’ 


For example, if an exporter with schillinge to his 
credit in Austria is trying to obtain sterling, he can ask 
his representative in Vienna, or his Austrian client, to 
approach the ‘‘ Giro-und Kassenverein ’’ with a view 
to getting into touch with, say, an Austrian export 
merchant prepared to take schillinge in exchange for 
sterling owed to such merchant by another British 
firm, the schillinge being sold at a discount compared 
with the official rate. The ‘* Giro-und Kassenverein ’”’ 
is, it is understood, paying some 20 per cent. above the 
official rate for foreign currencies sold to it. 


EXCHANGE CONTROL IN PARAGUAY 


The text of a Decree establishing an Exchange 
Control Commission in Paraguay has been received. 


All exchange transactions are negotiated in Buenos 
Aires (Argentina), where a separate system of control

is in operation. By arrangement between the Govern. 
ments of the two countries Paraguay is to receive an 
adequate supply of foreign exchange in respect of her 
exports, and Paraguayan importers may buy drafts in 
Buenos Aires up to the amount of the quota allotted, 
their applications being accompanied by written 
permits issued by the Exchange Control Commission 
in Asuncion.

INSPECTION OF MINES: REPORT ON 
SWANSEA DIVISION 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of 
Mr. T. Ashley’s Report, under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, on 
the inspection of mines in the Swansea Division during 
1931. This Division includes the Counties of Carmarthen 
and Pembroke and part of the Counties of Glamorgan and 
Brecon. 


The tonnage of coal raised during the year was 10,646,679 


“and of fireclay 11,000. Compared with 1930, the output of 


coal decreased by almost 23 million tons. The average 
number of persons employed was 48,185, of whom 39,153 
were underground workers. 


The Report contains a detailed review of the accidents 
which occurred during the year, including tables classifying 
them in various ways and giving the death and injury rates. 
Many of the fatal accidents and dangerous occurrences are 
briefly described. The Report is illustrated by diagrams 
and contains numerous suggestions for the prevention of 
accidents. 


There was a gratifying decrease as compared with the 
previous year in the number of accidents below ground, both 
fatal and non-fatal, especially as regards those resulting 
from falls of roof and side, a subject to which Mr. Ashley 
again devotes special attention. Further progress with the 
adoption of steel arches is reported, the length of roads 
thus supported having been increased to 119 miles, or three 
times what it was at the end of 1929. 


In his general remarks the Inspector deals among other 
things with the steps taken during the year to effect an 
improvement in mine lighting and with the importance of 
good ventilation, the remarks on the latter subject being 
accompanied by suggestions for its improvement under 
dificult conditions. He also describes and illustrates a 
model first-aid room and a new form of quick-release brace 
for horses’ collars. 


In addition particulars are given of the number of safety 
lamps, the horse power of electrical plant, the quantity of 
explosives used and the number of horses employed in the 
Division.

MARCH QUARTER 


The statistical summary of vessels totally lost, condemned, 
etc., during the quarter ended March 31, 1932, published by

Imports during the eleven months ended May 31, 1982, 
amounted to £40,334,000, in comparison with £57,702,000 in 
the corresponding period of the previous year. Imports of 
merchandise were 69 per cent. of the total value imported 
during the similar period of 1930-31; those of tobacco only 
37 per cent., machinery 40 per cent., spirituous liquors 
43 per cent., metal manufactures 49 per cent., jewellery and 
fancy goods 50 per cent., earthenware 60 per cent., and 
oils 66 per cent. Imports of gold (from New Guinea and 
New Zealand) were 50 per cent. in excess of the correspond- 
ing eleven months of the previous fiscal year.

In the first six months of 1932 imports from Europe to 
Colombia totalled 33,1963 tons, valued at 5,944,080 pesos, 
and of this amount 7,857-1 tons, valued at 2,627,102 pesos, 
were sent from Great Britain. Thus 23 per cent. of the 
weight and 42-2 per cent. of the value of Europe’s exports 
to Colombia corresponded to Great Britain.—Anglo- 
Colombian Chamber of Commerce in London.

FRANCE 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE, JANUARY—JUNE 
(From the British Embassy) 
Paris 
The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that in 
the first six months of 1932 the value of imports from Great 
Britain amounted to 1,254 million francs, as against 2,098 
million frs. in the first six months of 1931, a decrease of 
844 million frs. With the single exception of the Soviet 
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Union, imports from all foreign countries separately 
clansitied showed a decrease, amounting in the case of 
Germany and the United States to 1,320 million frs. anq 
910 million frs. respectively. 


French exports to Great Britain in the first six months 
of the year amounted to 1,102 million frs. as against 2,639 
million frs., a decrease of 1,528 million frs. There was a 
rise in exports to the United States, Japan and Roumania, 
but a fall in those to all other countries separately classified, 


The value of French imports from foreign countries 
during the first six months of 1932 amounted to 12,574 
million frs., as against 20,250 million frs., a decrease of 
7,676 million frs. The value of imports from French 
colonies and protectorates amounted to 2,703 million frs,, 
as against 2,948 million frs., a decrease of 245 million frs,, 
and of exports to 2,989 million frs., as against 3,772 million 
frs., a decrease of 783 million frs. 


French visible trade with foreign countries in the first 
half of this year consequently showed an unfavourable 
balance of 5,481 million frs., as against one of 7,800 million 
frs. in the first half of 1931. The visible trade of France 
with her colonies and protectorates, on the other hand, 
showed a favourable balance of 286 million frs., as against 
one of 825 million frs.

The total value of German foreign trade, which rose 
slightly in June, sank again in July to the level of May 
and amounted to 800 million mks., which is about the 
monthly average during the present year. The surplus of 
exports over imports in July was 66 million mks., as com- 
pared with 90 million mks. in June and the record low 
figure of 54 million mks. in April, 19382. Exports fell from 
454 million mks. in June to 432 million mks. in July, owing 
to a drop of 22 million mks. in finished goods. Imports rose 
from 364 to 366 million mks. The reduction in exports was 
mainly due to lower sales to the Soviet Union, particularly 
of machinery. Exports to the United Kingdom were higher 
than in June, whiie those to France diminished by a similar 
amount. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND EXports 


The increase in imports of raw materials was due to 
higher figures for oil seeds, + 7 million mks., and oil cake, 
+2 million mks. Textile raw materials decreased by 0 


million mks., including wool, — 4-4 million mks; skins for 
furs, — 3 million mks. ; mineral oils, — 3 million mks.; 
animal fat and oil, — 2-5 million mks. ; and copper, - 2 


million mks. The higher imports of foodstuffs included 
fruit, + 3 million mks.; rice, + 2 million mks.; potatoes, 
+ 2 million mks.; and fish, + 1:5 million mks. ; imports of 
the following commodities were lower than in June:— 
Wheat, — 5:5 million mks.; barley, — 2-5 million mks.; 
eggs, — 2-3 million mks. ; and butter, — 2 million mks. 
Among the finished goods with lower import figures were 
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textiles, — 2-4 million mks. Imports from Italy, China, the 
Dutch East Indies, the Soviet Union, and India increased 
in July; from the United States and Holland there was a 
decrease. 


The reduction in exports of finished goods in July was 
accounted for by lower sales of machinery, other than 
electric, — 14 million mks., including machine tools, — 8 
milion mks.; iron sheets and wire, — 6 million mks.; iron 
hars and sections, — 4-5 million mks.; electrical machinery, 
- 3 million mks.; and clothing and underwear, — 2 million 
mks. The export of a number of other products, including 
copperware, sulphate of potash, chloride of potassium, 
leather and woollen fabrics, each increased by about 1 
million mks. in July, as compared with June. 


HAWAII 


IMPORT TRADE IN 1931 


(From H.M. Consul) 
HONOLULU. 
According to figures released by the Collector of Customs, 
Honolulu, and published in the local press, the trade of 


Hawaii amounted in 1931 to 189,694,603 dollars, a decrease 
of 2,434,229 dols. from 1930. 


The value of direct imports, i.e., excluding those imported 
ria the United States, from the United Kingdom, at 72,053 
dols., compared with 69,285 dols., but direct imports from 
Germany fell from 979,399 dols. to 803,134 dols. and from 
Japan from 3,129,398 dols. to 2,771,572 dols. 


Imports from Japan are mostly for the use of the large 
Japanese population of 150,000 people out of a total of 
350,000. Of those from Germany 700,000 dols. covered the 
cost of artificial fertiliser for the use of the Hawaiian sugar 
plantations, leaving 100,000 dols. for other imports, which 
consisted of cotton clothes and embroideries, cutlery, 
kitchenware and ironmongery, and lithographic prints. 


Imports from the United Kingdom were mostly groceries 
and high-class cotton cloths. High tariffs and distance, 
combined with decreased purchasing power, make it un- 
likely that there can be any large increase in imports from 
Great Britain, but enquiries have lately been received from 
two dealers in old silver (including old Sheffield plate) for 
names of suppliers. It is understood that the low exchange, 
together with low prices in the United Kingdom, favours 
the imports of such articles, which are bought in Hawaii by 
a small, rich clientele.

PIECE-GOODS OF # £NON-BRITISH MANU- 
FACTURE 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of August 18 
(page 232) respecting the Tariff Board enquiry held in 
response to the demand of the Indian cotton textile industry 
for the imposition of emergency duties on cloth imports not 
of British manufacture, the Board of Trade are now in 
receipt of details (based upon cabled information) of a 
Notification issued by the Government of India following 
the receipt of the Tariff Board Report. The Notification is 
to the following effect :— 


In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (5) of 
Section 3 of the Indian Tariff Act, 1894, the Governor- 
General in Council having considered the report of the 
Indian Tariff Board presented in pursuance of the Resolu- 
tion of the Government of India in the Commerce Depart- 
ment, 341-T (161), July 25, 1932, is pleased to increase the 
duty chargeable under Part VII. of the Second Schedule to 
the said Act on the articles specified in the annexed table 
to the extent set forth therein, and is further pleased to 
direct that the increased rates shall remain in force until 
March 31, 1933.

CANADA 


NEW AVERAGE VALUE OF THE POUND 
STERLING FOR DUMPING DUTY PURPOSES 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Montreal reports, 
by telegram, that the Dominion Department of National 
Revenue has fixed the ‘‘ average’’ value of the pound 
sterling for the purpose of dumping duty at 3-99 dollars, 
effective for entries during the period September 1 to 
September 15. In cases where the actual sum to be paid 
by importers ia dollars is not known at the time of clear- 
ance, the amount of ‘‘ dumping ”’ duty levied will, there- 
fore, be 41 cents for every pound value of the invoice, 
comparison being made with the ‘‘ fair market value ’’ con- 
verted into dollars at 4-40 dols. = £1 sterling. Ordinary 
duties will be calculated on the ‘‘ fair market value ”’ con- 
verted at 4-866 dols. = £1. 


IRISH FREE STATE 


IMPOSITION OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON 
SHEEP AND LIVE POULTRY 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade copy of an Order entitled 
the ‘‘ Emergency Imposition of Duties (No. 2) Order, 1932,”’ 
issued under the ‘‘ Emergency Imposition of Duties Act, 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


1932,’’ which provides for the levy of the following Customs 
duties with effect from August 30 :— 


(a) lls. 3d. per head (Full Rate), 7s. 6d. per head 
(Preferential Rate) on sheep (the term ‘‘ sheep ”’ 
includes rams, ewes, wethers and lambs). 


(b) 3s. per head (Full Rate), 2s. per head (Preferential 
Rate) on live poultry (the term ‘‘ poultry ’’ means 
domestic fowls, turkeys, geese and ducks). 


The Order also provides that whenever the Minister for 
Finance, after consultation with the Minister for Agri- 
culture, so thinks proper, the Revenue Commissioners may 
by licence authorise any particular persons, subject to com- 
pliance with such conditions as they may think fit to impose, 
to import without payment of the duty imposed by the Order 
any goods chargeable with the said duty either, as the 
Revenue Commissioners shall specify in such licence, with- 
out limit as to time or quantity or either of them or within 
a specified time or in a specified quantity. 


NYASALAND 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS

DUTIES ON CERTAIN COTTON HOSIERY 


In accordance with the provisions of the French Customs 
Tariff, as modified by a Law of April, 1931, the duties on 
cotton stockings and socks with hand or machine ornament2- 
tion of ‘‘ Category A’ are to vary according to the quantity 
imported into France during the preceding twelve months. 
The duties have hitherto been 234 francs per kilog. for those 
weighing more than 1 kilog. per dozen pairs of similar 
articles, and 23} frs. per dozen pairs for those weighing 
1 kilog. or less per dozen pairs of similar articles, but the 
‘* Bulletin Douanier’”’ of August 19 announces that, as im- 
ports during the previous twelve months have been less than 
300,000 dozen pairs, these rates are to be reduced to 22 frs. 
per kilog. or per dozen pairs, with retrospective effect 
to May 1. In cases where the higher rates have already 
been paid, a refund will be made on application by the 
importers. 


HUNGARY 
TARIFF REDUCTIONS (AGREEMENT WITH 
GERMANY) 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 
14 last (page 63), in which particulars were given of the 
Hungarian Tariff reductions provided for by the German- 
Hungarian Commercial Treaty of July 18, 1931, it should 
be noted that, consequent on an Exchange of Notes dated 
July 28, certain of the Hungarian Tariff reductions which 
did not become immediately operative at the time of the 
Treaty’s entry in force have now become effective, as from 
August 10.

MEXICO 


DUTY MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Consul-General at Mexico City has forwarded par- 
ticulars of various recent Decrees modifying the Mexican 
Import Tariff. 

A Decree of July 6, published in the Mexican ‘ Diario 
Oficial ’’ of July 16 and effective on July 19, withdraws the 
provision under which sheep for slaughter have been 
admitted duty-free when accompanied by stud sheep in the 
proportion of ten head of sheep for slaughter to each stud 
sheep. 

A further Decree of July 6, also published in the ‘‘ Diario 
Oficial ’’ of July 16, but not effective until July 26, halves 
the duties on records for use with talking pictures. 

A Decree of July 13, published in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial ”’ 
of July 26 and effective on August 5, modifies the duties on 
a number of articles. Reductions are provided for in respect 
of mother-of-pearl, veneers, unspecified wares of amber, 
ebony, and meerschaum, wares of copper and copper alloys 
and of nickel weighing up to 5 kilogs., metal buttons, 
fasteners and eyelets for footwear, oxalic and tartaric acids, 
copper sulphate (the reduction is from 3 to 2 cts. per kilog. 
gross), fertilisers (except vegetable fertilisers) and mouth 
organs. New items are introduced in the Tariff to cover 
signal rockets, paper-backed aluminium sheets (duty, 55 cts. 
per kilog. legal weight), certain cans and cloth of 
aluminium, paper-backed sheets of tin and tin alloys (duty, 
50 cts. per kilog. legal weight), certain iron and steel sheets, 
certain stoppers, needles for hand sewing (duty, 14 pesos

per kilog. legal weight), fishing tackle (duty, 80 cts. per 
kilog. legal weight), iron and steel pens (duty, 1 peso per 
kilog. legal weight), tinplate seals, artificial sponges of 
cellulose, and aluminium scales. Increased duties are en- 
forced for untanned cattle hides, wares of copper and copper 
alloys and of nickel weighing more than 5 kilogs., and sheet 
iron and steel for razor blades; and alterations are made in 
the tariff treatment of shelters, supports and baseplates for 
machinery.

Surtazx on Postal Parcels.—A Decree of July 13, published 
in the ‘ Diario Oficial’’ of July 20, and effective on 
August 4, increases the surtax levied on goods imported 
or exported by parcel post from 5 to 10 per cent. of the 
duties.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continueg 


SWITZERLAND 
SUPPLEMENTARY DUTY ON POTATOES 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales’’ of July 27 contains 
Decree, dated July 23, and effective as from August 1, im. 
posing a temporary supplementary duty of two francs per 
100 kilogs. gross on potatoes imported into Switzerland. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The ‘‘ Recueil des Lois Fédérales’”’ of August 10 contains 
an Order, dated August 6, and effective as from August 15, 
which imposes restrictions on the importation of certain 
additional goods into Switzerland. 

A licence must be obtained from the Department of Public 
Economy for the importation into Switzerland at the normal 
Tariff duty of the following goods from the countries 
specified. 


Imports from Belgium.—Shoes and slippers not elsewhere 
specified in the Tariff (Tariff No. 201). 


Imports from Spain.—Fresh edible fruits and _ berries, 
loose or in sacks. (Tariff No. 28). 


Imports from Finland.—Printing, writing, letter and 
drawing paper of one colour other than paper for news. 
print weighing 45 to 55 grammes per square metre (Tariff 
No. 301). 


Imports from Hungary.—Fresh apricots, apples and pears 
not loose or in sacks (Tariff No. 24a), shoes and slippers not 
elsewhere specified in the Tariff (Tariff No. 201). 


Imports from Italy.—Cycle spokes and joints (falling 
under Tariff Nos. 787c, 788b, 789b, 790, 834, 835 and 836), 


Imports from Norway.—Printing, writing, letter and 
drawing paper of one colour other than paper for news- 
print weighing 45 to 55 grammes per square metre (Tariff 
No. 301). 


Imports from Sweden.—Resinous timber for building and 
working up, other than sleepers, sawn lengthwise or split, 
even completely squared (Tariff No. 237). 


Imports from Czechoslovakia.—Roughly worked parts of 
leather for shoes and slippers (Tariff No. 190). 


Soap holders made of tiles (ex Tariff No. 678) and sewing 
machine needles (ex Tariff No. 889b) included in the Decrees 
of the Swiss Federal Council dated July 4 and March 23 (see 
‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 21, 1932, page 103, and April 7, 1932, 
pages 492-3) may be imported into Switzerland at the normal 
rates of duty and unaccompanied by a licence. 


TURKEY 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of August 25 (page 273), the Commercial 
Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Istanbul has now forwarded 
translation of a Ministerial Decree, No. 13,213, dated 
July 24, relating to the Turkish Import Quotas fixed for 
October, November and December. The new Decree confirms 
the information given in the notice referred to above that 
Lists A, B, C, D, E, G and H are cancelled and that 
the articles specified therein are subjected to the import 
quota system as from September 1 (except in the case of 
such goods ordered before September 1 and cleared during 
that month). Goods included under list F (i.e., pharma- 
ceutical preparations) may continue to be imported free of 
restriction. 


Decree No. 12,881, dated May 25, allowing goods to be 
imported free of restriction provided such imports were 
compensated by exports of Turkish mohair and carpets to 
the same value (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 30, page 934), 
has been cancelled. Exception is made, however, in respect 
of consignments introduced in exchange for the commodities 
specified in the Decree which are exported from Turkey 
before September 1. Certain produce and manufactures 
of foreign origin (particulars of which are not yet received) 
may be imported in exchange for mohair, raisins, figs, hazel 
nuts, wool, olive oil and attar of roses, during the period 
October 1 to February 15, 1933, provided that the value of 
such imports does not exceed 50 per cent. of the value of 
the exports. 


Extracts from the new quota lists will be published in 
next week’s issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ 
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(USTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 


A further Decree, No. 13,214, dated July 30, makes 
certain alterations to the quota lists issued for July, August 
and September, including the following :— 

Wood for the manufacture of barrels, and thread for 
fshing nets are included under List D, and are therefore 
free from the quota restrictions; an additional contingent 
of 10,000 kilogs. for each of the months in question is 
allotted for nails (Tariff No. 523 A (1) ) and of 2,000 kilogs. 
for sensitised and transparent paper used in geometry, etc. 
(Tariff No. 335 B). 


URUGUAY 
PAYMENT OF DUTIES ON FOOTWEAR, ETC. 


Recent Decrees provide that the Uruguayan Customs 
duties are to be paid to the extent of 50 per cent. in foreign 
gold or its equivalent value in currency (instead of the usual 
proportion of 25 per cent.) in the case of crepe rubber in 
sheets or cut out for the manufacture of soles; rubber soles, 
whole or in pieces, with or without nails; and footwear in 
general, except rubber overshoes and rubber boots (botas). 

(A Decree increasing the rate of duty on crepe rubber and 
rubber soles was notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of August 11, 
page 198. ] 


YUGOSLAVIA 


IMPORTATION OF NEWSPAPERS, 
MAGAZINES, ETC. 

H.M. Representative at Belgrade reports, under date of 
August 3, the issue of a regulation which confers on the 
“Avala’’ News Agency the sole right to import foreign 
newspapers, periodicals, magazines, etc., into Yugoslavia. 
Yugoslav importers of foreign newspapers, etc., are being 
given three months in which to wind up this section of their 
business.

Wool Classing Standards. Copies of this publication (which 
has been approved by the National Wool Growers’ Association 
in South Africa) can be obtained on application to the Trade

From these standards it will be seen that the Union of 
South Africa is endeavouring by every means in its power to 
improve the preparation of its wool clip to comply with the 
requirements of both wool buyers and manufacturers in the 
United Kingdom. The Springbok Head Mark has been 
established as a guarantee of good packing and _ proper 
classification, and only wool strictly complying with the 
Class A Standards is permitted to be marked with the 
Springbok Head. In addition, there is the important fact 
that only persons properly qualified as wool classers and 
registered as such by the National Wool Association are 
allowed to attach the mark to wool classed by them. Further- 
more, wools bearing the Springbok Head mark will be strictly 
inspected at the coast. 


British Standard Specification for Identification Colours for 
Gas Cylinders. (B.S.S. No, 349-1932.) 

The British Standards Institution has just issued a revision 
of the B.S.S. No. 349, Identification Colours for Gas Cylinders. 
It will be remembered that this Specification provided for 
identification colours for the gases most commonly used, the 
underlying principle of the oleae being that Yellow should 
represent the toxic or poisonous gases, and Red, or Maroon, 
inflammable gases. The specification has now been extended 
to provide for cylinders used for medical containers for the 
storage and transport of such gases as Oxygen, Carbon Di- 
oxide, Ethyl Chloride, Ethylene and Nitrous Oxide. 

The general scheme differentiates between the cylinders used 
for the more commonly used gases, but its value is to some 
extent contingent upon the general adoption of the standard 
valves specified in B.S.S. No. 341-1931.

7. If payment of the said dues is not made within the 
period of three days next ensuing the distress, the Consular 
Oficer may, at any time during the continuance of the 
non-payment, cause the distress to be appraised by two 
sufficient persons or sworn appraisers, and thereupon sell 
the same and apply the proceeds in payment of the said 
dues due together with any reasonable expenses incurred 
by him under this Order, paying the surplus (if any) on 
demand to the owner or master of the ship. 

8. A receipt for the said dues shall be given by the Con- 
sular Officer to every person paying the same. 

9.—(1) This Order shall come into force on October 1, 1932. 

(2) This Order shall be published in notices exhibited in 
the ‘‘ London Gazette ’’ and in His Majesty’s Consulates 
in Egypt. 

(3) Proof shall not in any proceeding or matter be 
required that the provisions of the preceding paragraph of 
this article have been complied with nor shall any act or 
proceeding be invalidated by any failure to comply with 
these provisions.

openings for British trade abroad; general conditions pre- 
vailing in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as represen- 
tatives or agents for British firms; Foreign and Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations con- 
cerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices; shipping 
and transport, etc.
